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INTRODUCTION 


Charles Henry Browning was a distinguished genealogist at the turn of 
the century, with a major publication to his credit, "The Welsh Settle- 


" still a valuable source reference. His other 


ment of Pennsylvania,’ 
works addressed the Magna Charta "barons" and their American descendants, 


as well as those Americans who could trace a royal descent. 


From his home in Ardmore, Pennsylvania, the Ohio-born and educated 
author was associated with the Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania, 
founded in 1892, and he was a founding member of the Baronial Order of 
Runnymede. Browning became editor-in-chief of the American Historical 
Register in 1894, serving until 1900. He was a member of the American 
Historical Association and the American Authors Guild. 


The sole extant copy of this manuscript entitled "James Genealogy" is 
located in the New York Public Library. An explanation of how it ended 
up in New York may be connected with his long service (1876 to 1921) as 
Philadelphia correspondent for the New York Herald, which would have 
brought him into occasional trips between cities. 


We know of no Browning-James family tie. From his vantage point in the 
circle of descendants of the Barons of Runnymede, Browning wrote for 
help from colleagues located in towns or cities where gaps existed in 
his primary and secondary sources. Only a portion of his sourcing can 
be gleaned from the text, but enough to give the reader an advantage 


in searching for original documentation on a particular family. 


The principal value of this work lies in the broad look at a family 

surname and the specific researches into 17th, 18th and 19th Century 
records available at the time he completed his drafting in 1909. The 
experience was undoubtedly helpful and good preparation for his com- 


prehensive work on the Welsh settlers of Pennsylvania published in 1912. 
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EXPLANATORY COMMENT 


The rendering and decyphering of Browning's text was not an easy task. 
Appendix 1 gives a sample page as visual proof. By textual analysis 
and comparisons across the length of the document, we found our many 


months of study have been rewarded. 


‘Where there are variant spellings, the text has not been interrupted 
with footnotes or comments. Instead, the index is used as an aid. For 
example, Varenit is the principal interpretation for one scribble, but 
it could have been Varcrist. Both are listed in the index, with the 


less likely cross-referenced to the more likely. 


The text attempts to provide the exact wording, punctuation, brackets, 
question marks, etc., rather than reflecting our editing for consistency 
or fixed-up spelling. Since the book is not a catalogue, but readable, 
we thought it better to adopt this approach, restraining ourselves and 
concentrating on Browning's extensive research itself. We have provided 


the headings for each section, but otherwise the text is his.

"The Welsh Tract was set out on petition of Daniel James dated 13 Aug. 
1736". The S.C. Council caused, by order of 21 Jan. 1737, "Welsh 
land" to be reserved on the east side of the Great Pedee and its two 
branches. 

On the second Petition of Daniel James, stating their lands were not 
what they hoped to receive, being unsuitable for flax & hemp and 
since at the request of the Council they had sold in Pa. & come here, 
they ought to be better treated. The Gov. ordered a new survey, 8 
Feb. 1737, further up the Pedee. 


1734-5. The Royal Governor of So. Car. laid out a tract of 173,850 
acres, in Craven Co. - 10,000 acres in Queensboro Tp. - on the Great 
Pedee rive, at the Forks for a colony of Welsh who proposed to locate 
here, moving from the Welsh Tract in Pa. The first of this Colony of 
Welsh Baptists removed to this tract of land in Dec. 1735, under the 
leadership of James James. They first located at Cat Fish Creek, 
(now in the Marion Dist.) but finding the land undesirable, went 
higher, to what became known as the Welsh Neck, on the Upper Pedee, 
opposite the present village of Society Hill. Their farms in the Neck 
extended from the Crooked Creek to Red Bluffs, about six miles, all 
lying in the old Cheraws Precinct. They built their church on the 
east bank of the Pedee, near Spartenburg, on the road from Society 
Hill to Bennettsville, convenient to all the Welsh Baptists. 





The county had not been opened, and the forests were primeval, and it 
appears from their petition for protection, Jan. 1737, that they were 
bothered by Indians. These settlers had had the land granted and 
apportioned to them before they came,which they gradually took-up and 
paid for. But by Aug. 1743, considerable of the land reserved for 
them had not been paid for, when the Surveyor Genl advised them that 
if they did not pay for and occupy the grants, they would be sold to 
other colonists after lst Jan. 

"James James, Esq.", the leader of the Welsh from Pa., was the 
wealthiest man among them. His land was on both sides of the 
river, at Spark's Ferry, when he resided with his family, which 
came with him from the Pa. Welsh Tract in New Castle Co. (Del.). 
He died at Cat Fish, where he was on a visit 21 Nov. 1769. 
According to the records of the Welsh Neck Church, in 1740, there

Welsh Tract - one of the sons 
of the leader James James, was Rev. Philip James. He was born near 
the Pennepac, Pa. Phila. Co. in 1701. Came to S.C. with his father, 
in 1735, was ordained Minister of Welsh Baptists, at Welsh Neck 
Church, 4 Apr. 1743. d.

Thank you for your letter of 30the November and the 
150 dollars. I have made a start on your research. I should have done 
so earlier but the winter has started rather severely for us and I have 


not been able to get to “ereford. Also there was “hristmas and New Year 
when everything shut down, 


To put you in the picture I live 22 miles north of 4ereford but only 
about 5 miles north of Kingsland. “hus it is an area which 1 know very 
well, I think I was in the Hereford record office when you were there 
last year, 


I have searched a number of sources and have typed ximm up the results. 

I have enclosed copies of a marriage licence for 1786 and the will of 
William James of Lawton dated 1815. These 1 feel relate to your family 
and 1 thought you would like to have them. The signature of William James 
on both seem to be the same person, ° 


The surname James means son of Yames and is Celtic/Welsh in origin rather 
than English. Deing a native of Cornwall there are many “ames families 
there. Likewise Yames is a fairly common surname in these parts. Vaughan 
is also a common surname in this area so / would not accept the William 
Vaughan on the war memorial as one of your family. ‘The Arthur Yames and the 
Boer War seems more likelye 


As regards finding present-day relatives it is not going to be easy and 

it might not be possible. ‘here is some 140 years to cover and the movement 
of people in this period could be a great hindrance. William baptised 

1846 had 7 sisters and 5 brothers one of whom died aged 3. Some of his 
sisters married and these are always quite difficult fo follow because of 
the surnames changing as the females marry. Vf the brothers apart from 
William who @ent to the States and ¢4rthur reputed to Africa, Edward 

and thomas went to Sirmingham. ‘o start tracing these one would need to 
know their occupations and where they lived in “irmingham - a very difficult 
task. Henry *tretton was on the 1871 census and then living at home. It 

is strange that he was not mentioned in his father's will dated 1886. To 
sum up; in theory one would expect to find a direct relative but without 
some helpful clues it is not very possible. Whose child was Sertrude Yames ? 
Perhaps you have some information which could provide clues for research 
into this later period. Any family letters could be very helpful. 


This has been a quite fruitful start. ‘he enclosed report has amounted to 
£48.00 so that leaves about “30.00 in hand. I will carry on when the 
weather improves. We have just had another two feet of snow and the 
temperatures are below freezing all the time. We have never known “ngland 
to be so severe.

the movement of the family seems to have been from the Vitley, Lyonshall, 

Staunton-on=-4rrow area to Aymestrey about 1760/62 and then to Leintwardine 
( by marriage ) for a short time and finally to Kingsland. I keep asking 

myself the question why did Thomas move to Aymestrey about 1760.
